Iam embarrassed to say 
that I have always taken the 
Coast Guard for granted, 
not knowing and even won- 
dering about the specifics 
of their critically important 
work and role in our com- 
munity. Fortunately, I was 
invited to attend the cere- 
mony a few weeks back 
when Marcus Collison, was 
retiring after 25 years of 
service, including the last 
five years as Chief at the 
station here in Charlevoix. 

I was impressed to learn 
that Marcus and his family, 
Jennifer and their two 
young children, love our 
area and are staying in 
Charlevoix. Jennifer has an 
important role in the 
McLaren Northern Michi- 
gan Hospital in Petoskey 
and Marcus will earn his 
Master’s Degree in Applied 
Science and Electricity in 
Gaylord, and then begin his 
new career here. 

Clearly, the work of our 
Coast Guard is dangerous, 
the seas are at times unpre- 
dictable and severe weather 
here can be treacherous. It 
is essential that the 22 
women and men stationed 
here are well-trained, 
skilled, disciplined and con- 
fident in helping, often res- 
cuing, people on the water, 
of which a great many of 
these are true emergencies. 

Marcus was dedicated to 
each of 22 workmates. The 
bedrock of his training and

development to assure a 
highly capable team, ready 
immediately when needs 
arise. 

Keys to Marcus’s leader- 
ship helping the develop- 
ment and training: 

- Having a genuine in- 
terest in their on duty and 
their off duty lives, e.g., 
knowing their birthdays, 
their children names, 
warmly greeting them first 
thing when they report for 
duty whatever that hour is, 
sending flowers for special 
occasions, asking how their 
fishing went, and other 
ways to let them know he 
appreciates and cares about 
them. 

¢ Encourages each team 
member to share their ad- 
vice and ideas. He knows 


everything can be improved 
and everyone must know 
that what they think is 
heard and appreciated. 

¢ Leadership by walking 
around, even small talk at 
times. 

¢ Knowing that his team 
members must be happy 
and proud to be here at 
Coast Guard Charlevoix. 

¢ Thanking them regu- 
larly for their care and ef- 
fort. 

Realizing that self-confi- 
dence is very important, he 
recognizes their small wins, 
which helps them grow. 

Clearly, customized 
training and development 
of knowledge, skills, confi- 
dence and other tools to be 
successful in their work is a 
must. This work includes 


approximately 425 safety 
checks and more than 80 
search and rescues a year 
involving boats and at 
times plane crashes. A clas- 
sic example was a sail boat 
that left Petoskey to sail 
across the lake to Wiscon- 
sin and the weather unex- 
pectedly changed to 16-foot 
waves and very high winds. 
The mast broke and win- 
dows were smashed by the 
power of the water and the 
boat was on the way to 
sinking. The wind was so 
strong helicopters could 
not fly to help. Our Coast 
Guard was able to rescue 
the two men, even in the vi- 
olent sea which was beyond 
the safe standard for our 
boat, which is 12-foot waves. 

These stories happen all 
the time. The water in 
Northern Michigan can be 
treacherous due to the 
number of islands and 
peninsulas and the direc- 
tions of the waves and wind 
can change and swirl con- 
tinuously. 

The constant good and 
very often heroic work of 
our Coast Guard is vital to 
our Northern Michigan 
community and should con- 
tinue under the leadership 
of our new Chief, Brad 
Bishop. We appreciatively 
and warmly welcome Mar- 
cus Collison and his family 
as permanent Charlevoix 
residents.

As a Savannah-based 
home builder with more 
than 40 years of experi- 
ence, I have seen that 
every year, entry-level 
housing is increasingly 
difficult to build. 

Iam not alone. There 
are many reasons why 
builders across the U.S are 
unable to build affordably 
priced homes targeted to 
the critical first-time 
home buyer: Rising costs 
stemming from histori- 
cally high price levels for 
lumber and other building 
materials, supply-chain 
bottlenecks that still exist 
two years after the 
COVID-19 pandemic 
began, surging interest 
rates, excessive regula- 
tions, overly stringent

Finding and enacting 
solutions to these housing 
challenges is critical to 
fulfilling the housing 
needs of all Americans.

Since the start of the 
pandemic lumber prices 
LBO00, -0.31% are up nearly 
75% and currently stand 
above $600 per thousand 
board feet even after post- 
ing significant drops in re- 
cent weeks. 

While this has hit first- 
time home buyers particu- 
larly hard, it doesn’t tell 
the full story. The 25-year 
historic, pre-pandemic av- 
erage price of lumber 
(1995-2019) was $343 per 
thousand board feet. Lum- 
ber prices were $1,500 per 
thousand board feet last 
May and have been trad- 
ing above the once un- 
thinkable $1,000 mark for 
much of the past year.

As aresult, on average, 
since the spring of 2020, 
lumber prices have added 
$14,300 to the price of a 
typical single-family 
home. 

To ease this unprece- 
dented surge in lumber 
prices since early 2020, 
federal policy makers can 
start by increasing timber 
production from federal 
lands in an environmen- 
tally responsible manner. 
Today, timber production 
on federal property is less 
than 2 billion board feet; 
in the 1990s it was more 
than 10 billion board feet. 

And since the U.S. relies 
on Canada for nearly 30% 
of its lumber supply, the 
Biden administration can 
put an end to the tariffs on 
Canadian lumber imposed 
by the Trump administra- 
tion in 2017. The tariffs, 
which currently stand 
17.99%, artificially raise 
lumber prices and act as a 
tax on American home 
buyers. 

On the tax side of the 
ledger, the 2017 tax law 
changed the mortgage in- 
terest deduction (MID) so 
that it now is a tax benefit 
primarily for wealthy 
homeowners. A better pol- 
icy would be to scrap the 
MID in favor of a $15,000, 
refundable, first-time 
home buyer tax credit to 
make homeownership 
more accessible for work- 
ing-class families. 

Rents are up because 
renters cannot afford to 
get into a starter home. 
And those who buy a 
starter home can’t move 
up because no one can af- 
ford what was an entry- 
home five years ago. 

On the labor front, Con- 
gress can push for more 
money for vocational 
training instead of focus- 
ing on four-year colleges. 
A shortage of 449,000 con- 
struction workers nation- 
wide is delaying home 
building projects and rais- 
ing housing costs.

(while the U.S. median 
wage is $45,760, half of 
payroll workers in con- 
struction earn more than 
$49,000), and we need more 
electricians, plumbers, 
framing crews and other 
skilled workers 

Then there is the high 
cost of regulations. Stud- 
ies released by NAHB 
show that regulations im- 
posed by all levels of gov- 
ernment account for 
$93,870 — or 24%-of the 
average sales price 
($397,300) of a new single- 
family home, and more 
than 40% of the cost of 
multifamily development. 

Few would argue that 
safety standards for con- 
struction workers are un- 
necessary, but these high 
regulatory costs raise 
questions about how thor- 
oughly government is con- 
sidering the 
consequences. One aca- 
demic study, for example, 
found it took an average of 
788 days to prepare a sub- 
mission and receive ap- 
proval for an individual 
federal wetlands permit. 

And builders across the 
nation often must con- 
front delays of up to sev- 
eral months in breaking 
ground on new projects 
because of zoning and 
subdivision requirements, 
slow permitting processes 
and NIMBY opposition. 

Local design standards 
that have nothing to do 
with safety have become 
common — requiring brick 
siding, for example, which 
can be nearly three times 
the cost of vinyl siding. 
Some localities require 
builders to dedicate land 
to the government for 
parks or schools or other- 
wise leave it unbuilt. That 
cost must be recouped in 
the in the price of the 
home. 

Of course, most housing 
is local and, in many 
areas, less tangible factors 
such as community per- 
ceptions, expectations and 
demands also play an im-

portant role in determin- 
ing the availability and 
cost of housing. 

To help builders pro- 
duce entry-level housing 
in local communities, state 
and local officials must 
overturn inefficient zoning 
rules, lower impact fees 
and other upfront taxes 
associated with housing 
construction, expedite ap- 
provals for affordable proj- 
ects, ease density and 
growth restrictions, and 
allow a range of housing 
types, including multifam- 
ily. 

These are practical solu- 
tions that are paramount 
to enable builders to con- 
struct homes at entry- 
level price points. 

It is critical that we all 
succeed in this endeavor 
because the first-time 
home buyer is the linchpin 
to the entire buying 
process. Rents are up be- 
cause renters cannot af- 
ford to get into a starter 
home. And those who buy 
a starter home can’t move 
up because no one can af- 
ford what was an entry- 
home five years ago. 

Builders desperately 
wish to seize this giant 
market that has not been 
sufficiently tapped, but un- 
fortunately it is becoming 
increasingly economically 
infeasible. Neither the 
public nor private sector 
can meet the challenge 
alone. But if officials at all 
levels of government put 
into place the policy solu- 
tions outlined above, this 
will bend the rising cost 
curve and allow more 
builders to construct more 
homes at price points that 
will allow more Ameri- 
cans to get their first rung 
on the homeownership 
ladder.

WHY ISN'T MY HOME 
SELLING? 


Part 1 of 3 

If your answer is price, 
you'll be right a good ma- 
jority of the time. If your 
home isn’t selling, buyers 
think the value of your 
house is less than the 
price you want. 

For all the time and ef- 
fort that goes into buying 
and selling, the econom- 
ics of the process is rela- 
tively simple. Anything is 
only worth what a buyer 
is willing to pay anda 
seller willing to accept. 
This is the same whether 
it’s a pack of baseball 
cards or a $1 million 
house. 

Although the econom- 
ics may be simple, arriv- 
ing at that magic price is 
difficult. Just think of the 
cost, time and energy that 
companies put into pric- 
ing a product so it suc- 
ceeds in the marketplace. 
It’s no different in real es- 
tate. 

If you’ve taken the time 
to educate yourself on the 
local market and are dili- 
gent in hiring a profes- 
sional agent, and are 
willing to listen to her, 
you can get a lot closer to 
the magic number. But 
you are setting yourself 
up for disaster if you 
don’t do your homework 
and go with what you 
“feel” your house is 


worth. Worse yet, is inter- 
viewing agents and 
choosing one solely be- 
cause she says she can get 
you more than what the 
other agents think the 
house will sell for. 

These are some of the 
most common mistakes 
sellers make when setting 
a price: 

Price based on need 

What you want to make 
from selling your home 
means absolutely nothing 
to buyers or the market- 
place. So setting a price 
based on what you want 
so you can retire, move 
up, start a business, etc. 
will almost certainly fail. 

Price based on ego 

Your neighbor sold for 
$200,000 last year so you 
want $210,000 because you 
“know” your house is bet- 
ter. Regardless that the 
market dropped five per- 
cent since your neighbor 
sold. Nearly every owner 
thinks their house is the 
best on the block, or at 
least better than any of 
the ones that have re- 
cently sold or are on the 
market. Unfortunately for 
sellers, your opinion 
doesn’t carry any weight 
with buyers. Only their 
opinion matters.

Students at the North- 
west Education Services Ca- 
reer Tech Welding Program 
on Parsons Road in Tra- 
verse City closed out their 
school year with a success- 
ful project for the Michigan 
Department of Natural Re- 
sources that will help keep 
North Central State Trail 
users safe. 

The students took on the 
task of building specialized 
rail-trail gates for segments 
of the trail in Otsego 
County. The gates are de- 
signed to allow nonmotor- 
ized users (people on foot, 
bicycles or horses) to pass 
through a small gap in the 
center, while preventing il- 
legal off-road vehicle traffic. 
In the winter, the gates are 
fully opened to allow snow- 
mobile and groomer traffic 
to pass unimpeded. 


THE CHALLENGE 


In collaboration with 
Lake State Railway and sev- 
eral state, county and local 
partnerships, the DNR in 
2019 extended the North 
Central Trail (part of 
Michigan’s Detroit-to-Iron- 
wood Iron Belle Trail) into 
Otsego County. 

The trail, running 75 
miles from the 
Otsego/Crawford county 
line to Mackinaw City 
within an active railroad 
corridor, is open to nonmo- 
torized traffic such as walk- 
ing, biking and horseback 
riding in the summer and 
snowmobiles in the winter. 
Its hard-packed limestone 
surface is specifically cho- 
sen for durability and per- 
formance in either service, 
but was not designed or in-

tended for use by off-road 
vehicles. 

Paige Perry, a recreation 
trails specialist with the 
DNR Parks and Recreation 
Division, said that shortly 
after the trail’s completion, 
several people owned prop- 
erty adjacent to the trail 
began reporting increased 
illegal traffic on their prop- 
erty. 

“This repeated trespass- 
ing put miles of connected, 
snowmobile-only trail in 
jeopardy, because it caused 
private landowners to re- 


consider their land leases, 
jeopardized the safety of 
trail users and seriously 
damaged the trail surface,” 
Perry said. “We were com- 
mitted to resolving the 
problem in the safest, 
fastest possible way.” 


THE SOLUTION 


The DNR has an estab- 
lished partnership with On- 
away’s Industrial Arts 
Institute to build a supply 
of gates for other areas of 
the North Central, North 
Eastern and North Western

state rail trails — areas that 
had undergone similar tres- 
pass and damage chal- 
lenges. 

The program’s aim was to 
replace existing, aging trail 
bollards — those slender, up- 
right poles usually placed in 
the center of trails to limit 
vehicle access — with a new 
gate design that improved 
on the bollards. With gates 
from the institute already 
committed to replacing bol- 
lards, the DNR saw an op- 
portunity to partner with 
Northwest Education Serv- 
ices (“North Ed”) Career 
Tech, a career and technical 
education school serving 
more than 20 high schools 
and over 1,100 juniors and 
seniors in the five-county 
Grand Traverse area, to 
meet emerging needs in and 
around the city of Gaylord. 

“We reached out to North 
Ed to talk about our needs, 
and North Ed welding and 
fabrication technology in- 
structor Mark Stein, who 
talked it over with his stu- 
dents,” said Scott Thomp- 
son, a forest fire officer who 
works out of the DNR’s 
Gaylord field office. “The 
welding program offered to 
build small batches of gates 
on a compressed time 
frame, with the same de- 
sign.” 

The state’s ORV Trail Im- 
provement Fund paid for 
the raw materials, and the 
students got to work. 

Thompson said the proj- 
ect provided opportunities 
for students to learn about 
design, layout, fabrication 
and welding, paired with 
the satisfaction of helping 
to solve a community prob- 
lem. With Stein’s guidance, 
the students completed the 
work during the last few 
days of the school year and 
ultimately delivering high- 
quality gates on time. 

The gates will be in- 
stalled this summer at a 
busy intersection, courtesy
